RIDICULE — A HUMAN FRAILTY 
A few day s ago a talented y ou ng St. Lou is 
chemical engineer committed su icide — chiefly 
becau se people cou ldn’t let him forget that he 
had an u ncommonly big nose. 
Like Cy rano de Bergerac, the lad had a nose 
that made folks stop, look and titter. Unlike Cy ­ 
rano, he nev er was able to find an effectiv e way 
of silencing them. So, finally , remarking that 
he “feared the world bu t not death,” he killed 
himself. 
And the whole story makes one wonder anew 
ju st why it is that the hu man race has in it 
those streaks of heartlessness. This St. Lou is boy 
was not, by a good many millions, the first hu ­ 
man being to go throu gh life with a grotesqu e 
phy sical handicap, and he will not be the last; 
and ev ery one afflicted as he was knows that the 
hardest part of a thing like that is not the afflic­ 
tion itself bu t the cru el way in which other peo­ 
ple will insist on calling attention to it. 
You can watch the workings of this bit of 
sav agery on any play grou nd or school y ard — 
for it begins early . Let a child appear in, let u s 
say , an u ndu ly worn and patched pair of 
breeches or in a coat which is ov er large and ou t 
of sty le, and y ou will qu ickly discov er how fiend­ 
ishly the other children will remind him of his 
deficiency . It is often the same if he stu tters, or 
su ffers from crossed ey es or an u nsightly birth­ 
mark; the others won’t let him forget for a m in­ 
u te that he is different, and the amou nt of su f­ 
fering that is sometimes cau sed in su ch a case 
is enou gh to make an angel weep. 
Well, children are thou ghtless; what can y ou 
ex pect? The disheartening thing is to discov er 


that grown-u ps can be cru el in precisely the 
same Vay . 
There seems to be in hu m an natu re some herd 
instinct — which, v ery likely , dates back to the 
time when we all swu ng by ou r tails — whereby 
we cannot tolerate any one who is u nlike ou r­ 
selv es. That instinct is one of the things a man 
mu st ou tgrow before he has any right to call 
himself civ ilized. This St. Lou is su icide indicates 
the price that the instinct can ex act from an in­ 
nocent v ictim. 


WILD PARTIES AND DELINQUENCY 
It is the opinion of a noted criminologist that 
gin fizzes, wild parties, smoking and riotou s liv ­ 
ing hav e nothing to do with the increase in ju ­ 
v enile delinqu ency . 
Boy s and girls of today are no worse than in 
prev iou s generations. The present conditions are 
the resu lt of the loosening of the social stru c­ 
tu re of ou r cou ntry . W hat was once a rarity is 
now commonplace in the conv entions of society . 
Social changes hav e been brou ght abou t the 
same as changes in other phases of the world. 
We mu st constantly gu ard the liv es of y ou ths 
that they may get started on the right foot. The 
critical age is from 16 to 24. It is du ring this 
period that real criminal tendencies dev elope if 
not cu rbed. Parents and schools shou ld be on 
the alert to detect su ch tendencies. Cru elty and 
callou sness are su re indications of criminal in­ 
stinct. 
The y ou th of good breeding, howev er, will get 
ov er the desire for wild parties and fast liv ing, 
and emerge the stronger and wiser for his or 
her ex periences. The adv erse elements will not 
change their liv es. 
It is the dou btfu ls that 
shou ld be kept u nder the watchfu l ey e. 


REMINISCENCES 
BY J OHN F. J OYCE 


"Ou t damned spot-’ we find in 
one of Shakespeare’s tragedies, 
bu t leav ing -ou t” ou t where 
it shou ld hav e been written, 
when commenting on Senator 
Watson in the ex pression, "he 
was a Repu blican with gu ile or 
change," carries a poor compli­ 
ment. Howev er the illogical ex ­ 
pression nu llifies any inference 
of derogatory meaning. 
Not since Appomattox , when 
the magnanimity of Grant, to­ 
ward his 
fallen foe—once 
a 
classmate—sent a thrill, porten- 
tiou s of good will and better 
times, has any ev ent of su ch 
magnanimou s portent happened, 
than the inv itation of President 
Hoov er to Roosev elt to meet 
him, in conference at Washing­ 
ton on his way sou th. It speaks 
v olu mes for Hoov er and u nfolds 
to the world the hidden charac­ 
ter of a badly misu nderstood 
man. 
If accepted and acted on, it 
will rev eal to the world, how 
tru ly great Americans can be and 
contrast strangely with the ru l­ 
ers of other cou ntries. Su ch chiv ­ 
alry bespeaks a genu ine m an­ 
hood and bodes well for and 
long after death takes ou r great 
men, we see the greatness they 
possessed in life, which we cou ld 
not or rather wou ld not, concede 
them in life. Death and time will 
v indicate Hoov er. 
Cartoonists grew wealthy car­ 
tooning Lincoln, u p tQ the time 
of his death. The London paper, 
"Pu nch,” led the world in carri- 
catu re and in tu rn led the world 
in mou rning, when Lincoln was 
killed. Glowing epitaphs and fu l­ 
some praise filled its colu mns, 
where only the day before Lin­ 
coln had been pictu red as the 
rankers of bu ffoons. Today there 
are ex istent more than two hu n­ 
dred "liv es, histories, pamphlets 
and treatises" on the life of Lin­ 
coln. 
The man in ju blic life, who 
does not su ffer from detraction, 
calu mny and! carricatu re possess­ 
es small merit, as high priced ar­ 
tists, spend little time on bring­ 
ing into prominence an u nknown 
qu antity and marksmen waste 
little time and mu nition shoot­ 
ing at an u nseen target. Name a 
celebrity , ev er dominated, by any 
political 
party , 
for president. 
Webster and Clay tried in v ain. 
Blaine, whom Ingersoll called 
the -Plu med Knight" in his 
nominating speech at Chicago 
is an ex ample, since the Rebel­ 
lion, of noted men seeking the 
presidency . 
And y et the presidency has 
nev er been brou ght down in dig­ 
nity by mediocre men as recog­ 
nizing their own weakness, they 
cho se stro ng cabinets and lis­ 


tened to able adv ice. Lincoln, 
with a cabinet of his own calibre, 
wou ld hav e made a failu re and 
secession, might hav e been a 
su ccess. 
The 
illiterate 
Johnson 
has 
nev er receiv ed his meed from 
posterity . In after y ears his pol­ 
icies Were adv ocated in Congress 
by men, who had v oted to im­ 
peach him. The most cowardly 
act of Johnson’s life was perm it­ 
ting the ex ecu tion of Mary E. 
Su rratt bu t he scarcely dared to 
face the ex citement of the hou r 
and the horror which swept ov er 
the cou ntry , at the assassination 
cf Lincoln. For a time reason 
fled and m artial law was su ­ 
preme. It was so in the World 
war when a woman faced a Ger- 
m a n firing squ ad, withou t a 
tremor. 
When a boy of ten I stood at 
the west end of the Ru sh cou nty 
National bank, wav ing my little 
8 x 10 flag and shou ting for Sey ­ 
mou r and Blair, on a big day . 
Some 
"patriot" 
came 
along, 
snatched my flag and tore it into 
shreds, remarking at the time, 
-We don’t allow no—rebel flags 
in Ru shv ille.” Su ch is the inso­ 
lence and bru tality which at 
times accompanies the after- 
m ath of war. 
Six ty -sev en y ears after the 
close of that war to see su ch 
magnanimou s condu ct ex hibited 
by opponents in the late ‘-u n­ 
pleasantness" 
makes 
u s 
feel 
prou d of the manhood and chiv ­ 
alry of ou r American citizenship. 
They not only su bmit to majori­ 
ty ru le bu t do it gracefu lly and 
tender their su ccessors the bene­ 
fit of their ex perience. It is an 


i illu stration of character which 
| no defeat can mar, no v ictory 
make hu miliating. 
It takes away the sting of de­ 
feat and cu rbs the pride of v ic­ 
tory and is all for the good of 
the gov ernment. G rant was right 
when he said, ‘Let u s hav e 
peace.” So too ou r magnanimou s 
leaders of today , when depres­ 
sion with iron hand cru shes la­ 
bor and freezes capital they cry , 
ou t, -Let u s cou nsel together."

Washington, Nov. 19 (/P)—Leg­ 
islation designed to improve the 
condition of the nation’s trans­ 
portation facilities b y placing 
railroad holding companies and 
motor trucks and b uses under 
federal regulation is ready for 
action at the coming session of 
Congress. 
It has b een prepared b y Chair­ 
man Rayb urn of the House in­ 
ter-state commerce committee, 
to meet the revolutionary devel­ 
opment in the past decade of 
highway and airway transporta­ 
tion, oil and gas pipe line sys­ 
tems and electric transmission. 
The Texas Democrat plans to 
press consideration of two mea­ 
sures one to place railroad hold­ 
ing companies under the juris­ 
diction of the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission and the oth­ 
er to repeal the recapture clause 
of the transportation thereb y 
releasing federal claims against 
railroads of $362,000,000. Both 
have the endorsement of Ray­ 
b urn’s committee. 
“The recapture of these earn­ 
ings which were enjoyed b efore 
1929 b y particular roads, if en­ 
forced,” Rayb urn said today, 
“would put most of such roads 
into receivership.” 
He added the government is 
loaning rail systems large sums 
through the Reconstruction Cor­ 
poration* to prevent them from 
b ankruptcy and that it would b e 
the “height of folly” to have the 
attorney general institute pro­ 
ceedings to carry out the recap­ 
ture clause and force them into 
receivership. 
Rayb urn said his committee 
would take up his b ill to regu­ 
late interstate b us and truck op­ 
eration during the short session 
with a view to early action b y 
Congress.
